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© Rachelle doth fitly follow, to ſhew how Malice, 
< when it is at the Height, is ordinarily accompani- 
ed; for there are none, but ignorant or forgetful 
Men, who know not that it was meerly the Want 
© of Aſſiſtance from the two Houſes of Parliament 
© (contrary to their public general Engagement) 
© that loſt Rochelle And there is nothing more 
« clear (to any who hath known French Occur- 
© rences) than that real Aſſiſtance which the King, 
© to the utmoſt of his Power, gave to thoſe of the 
Religion at that Time, made Cardinal Rich- 
© heu an irreconcilable Enemy to the King; 
« wherefore I cannot but ſay, that it is a ſtrange 
© forgetful Boldneſs to charge the King with that

© There are alſo other Things that, to any 
© knowing Man, will rather ſeem Jeers than Ac- 
© cuſgtions; as the German Horſe, and Spaniſh

© not ſo- blind me as to ſay that the King ne- 
© yer erred; yet, as when a juſt Debt is paid, 
© Bonds ought to be cancelled; ſo Grievances, be 
© they never ſo juſt, being once redreſſed, ought no 
© more to be objected as Errors: And it is no Pa- 
© radox to affirm, That Truths this way told are no 
© better than Slanders; and ſuch are the Cata-

© Now, as concerning thoſe Diſcourſes which

* know it can be proved, by Witneſſes without

there was nothing at all ſealed by it. Nor con- 
* cerning this great Point will I only ſay that the 
© King is innocent, and bid them prove (which, 
to moſt Accuſations, is a ſufficient Anſwer ;)

© land, there had been no ji/þ Rebellion; and,

© think to be thanked, were not only — 
into Matters unconcerning you, but ſo many Di- 
© verſions from per forming, as you ought, what 
was properly committed to you. 

As for our Religion; fince the Zeal of your 
Countrymen would needs carry their Care there- 
© of ſo far from home, methinks their Divines, now 
© ſitting with ours at Weftminfter, might excuſe 
your Trouble in this Particular, or at leaſt might 
© teach you, by their Practice, that your Advice 
© therein to the Parliament is to be but an Advice, 
and that an humble one. 

© As for the other Particular of Peace; it is true 
that, about three Years ago, here were Ambaſ- 
* ſadors from our Neighbours of the Low Coun- 
tries; who, having found the King almoſt weary 
© of fighting, made on of their Privilege, _ 
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was with big Words to beg a Peace, | 
After that, when the King's Cauſe had no- 
thing left to lean upon, but the Treachery of our 
falſe Friends and Servants, an Ambaſſador from 
our Neighbours'of France did, en paſſant, make a 
certain Overture of Accord betwixt the Crown 
and the Head : But your Employment here from 
our Neighbours of Scotland had ſo little Relation 
to Peace, that your only Work was to join Coun- 
ſels with a Committee of ours, in ordering and 
diſpoſing ſuch auxiliary Forces as that Kingdom 
ſhould ſend into this for carrying on the War. 

As to the Delays you charge upon the Parlia- 
ment, in that they anſwer your Papers ſometimes 
late, and ſometimes not at all, yet require peremp- 
tory and ſpeedy Reſolutions from you, as if their 
Dealings were unequal towards you ; I hope you 
will give over making ſuch Conſtructions, when 
you ſhall conſider how much more Buſineſs lies 
upon their Hands than upon yours z and how 
much ſlower Progreſs the ſame Affairs muſt needs 
find in paſſing both Houſes, than if they were 
to be diſpatched only by four or five Commiſ- 
ſioners. Were not I conſcious to this Truth, 
and to the abundant Civility they have always 
ſhewn for you in their undelayed reading, preſent 
referring, and Deſire of complying with, what 


— ſend them, ſo far as might conſiſt with their 


uty to this Common-wealth, and that they 
want nothing but Time to ſay ſo, I ſhould never 
have preſumed to truſt ſo great a Cauſe upon the 
Patronage of ſo rude a Pen.

© The other, miſtaking the firſt for evinced, is, 
Your telling us what vou think fit, and what unfit,

* Proofs wherewith you ſeek to fortify your ſeveral 
© Opinions. ; 

It would give your firſt Foot too much Ground 
to hold Difpute with you upon the ſecond ; 
therefore, ſince a Man may ſee by your Forward- 
© neſs in printing and publiſhing both theſe and 
other your Tranſactions with the Houſes, that 
© your Arguments, like the King's in his Meſſages, 
© are not framed ſo much to ſatisfy the Parliament, 
© as to beget in the People a Diſlatistaftion towards 
© the Parliament, I will, God enabling me, take a 
© Time apart to undeceive my Countrymen con- 
* cerning both the King and you, by laying the 
© Hook as open as the Bait in all your Lines; and, 
* for the preſent, apply myſelf only to the ſhewing

© was eſtabliſhed by them who had all the Authority

do far is the plain Text of this Covenant from

© Secondly, There will be no great Encourage- 
© ment for any Obſtinacy of that Kind, when it

- Thirdly, There is another and a more natural 
© Way to Peace and to the Ending of a War, than

© patch up a Peace apart with more Diſhonour to 
« itſelf, than either of us ſhould do, if we could 
imagine ourſelves to be ſo vile; for the common

dealing with Perſons of a contrary Diſpoſition. 
© Another was, ſince both Kingdoms have been 
© embarked in the ſame Cauſe, as Men of 
© War, and were afterwards reſolved to trade for 
Peace; ſince the Commodities of both were to 
© be ſtowed in the ſame Bottom, and bound for the 
* ſame Port; we thought it but an ordinary Piece 
c of Friendſhip for us, who could make no Mar- 
© kets when we ſhould be arrived without your 
* Allowance, to open and let you ſee, before we 
© launched, our ſeveral Parcels and Inſtructions 
© concerning what we would export and what bring 
* home; not that we meant to conſult you what 
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Kind of Merchandize you thought fitteſt for us 
to deal in, (which, queſtionleſs, is better known 
at the Exchange than at Edinburgh) nor to follow 
ſuch Advice therein, as you ſhould give us with- 
out aſking, any farther than we liked it; and fo 


far the beſt Merchant in London is content to be 


ruled by the Swabber of his Ship; but merely to the 
End you might, if you pleafed, from our Exam- 
ple, and from your Approbation of the Wares we 
were reſolved to deal in, furniſh that Kingdom, 
whoſe Factors you were, with Merchandize of the 
ſame Kind; and for Evidence that the Freedom 
we uſed towards you was no otherwiſe underſtood 
by you, you did actually underwrite divers of our 
Bills of Lading, in theſe Syllables, The like for 
the Kingdom of Scotland. | 

It remains to be ſhewed how little Reaſon there 
is you ſhould fancy to yourſelves ſuch a Ground 
of the Parliament's former Openneſs to you, as 
you ſtrive to father upon them; for, firſt, If they 


had communicated their Propopoſitions to you, 


as conceiving the Word Agreement in the eighth 
Article to comprehend all the Preparations to, 
Materials of, and Circumſtances in, an Agreement, 
they would not have adhered, as many Times they 
did, unto their own Reſolutions, notwithſtanding 
your reiterated Diſſatisfaction. 

Again: If they had conceived themſelves bound 
to any ſuch Thing by this Article, would they 
not have thought the Kingdom of Scotland as 
much bound tor their Parts ? Should we not 
have been as diligent Inſpectors and Caſtigators 
of your Propoſitions as you haye made yourſelves 
of ours? | wk 
When you ſhall afk me, (ſetting the Point of 
Diity aſide, and granting all that hath been done 


by us in this Kind to have been voluntary) Why 


we do not obſerve the ſame Forwardneſs in com- 
municating our Matters to you, the ſame Pa- 
tience in expecting your Concurrence with us,

rangues and Diſputations amongſt us, which you

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are become leſs friendly than we were? I have this

We meet with the following Minutes of tlie De- 
bate in the Houſe of Commons on this remarkable 
Occaſion, drawn up by a Member of this Parlia- 
ment (a), which we ſhall give in his own Worcs, 
detached from ſuch perſonal Reflections as only ſhew 
the Reſentment of the Writer.

About the Beginning of June a Debate hap- 
pened in the Houſe of Commons, about the four 
impriſoned Aldermen, occaſioned by a Petition 
from the City (5), and concerning the impeached 
Lords and Commons. Mr. Gewen ſpake modeſtly 
in their Behalf, ſaying, That what they 7

this very Seſſion of Parliament, and without any In- 
tent to raiſe a new War; but only to defend the 
City againſt the Menaces of the Army marching up 
againſt them and the Parliament. But Mc, Gurdon 
anſwered, He thought they intended a new War, 
and were encouraged thereto by the Gentleman that 
ſpake laſt ; when he ſaid to them at their Common- 
Council, Up and be doing. Mr. Walker (perceiving 
Mr. Gewen to be cauſeleſly reflected on) replied, 
That fince this Debate on the City-Petition tended 
towards a cloſing up of all Differences, it was unfit 
Men that ſpake their Conſciences freely and mo- 
deſtly ſhould be upbraided with Repititions tending 
to Diſunion; and deſired Men not to be permitted 
to vent their Malice under Colour of ſhewing their 
Zeal: When, prefently, Mr. Thomas Scet replicd, 
upon Mr. Walter, That the Gentleman that ſpake 
laſt was not ſo well-affeted, but that the Cloſe 
Committee of Examinations would find Cauſe to 
take an Order with him ſhortly. Mr. Walker of- 
ſered to anſwer him, and demanded the Juſtice of 
the Houſe, but could not be heard. Thoſe that 


ſpake in Behalf of the Aldermen were often affront- 


ed, and threatened with the Diſpleaſure of the 
Army; which, they alledged, would be apt to fall 
into Diſtempers if we diſcharged them. Notwith- 
ſtanding theſe Menaces, it was voted, That the 
Houſe would not proſecute their Impeachments 
againſt the ſaid four Aldermen, Sir John Maynard, 
and the ſeven Lords; and that they would proceed 
no further upon their Order for impeaching Mr, 
Holes, Sir William Waller, &c. 

Two or thtee Days after a Motion was ſet on 
Foot, That the Order whereby the ſaid Members 
were diſabled from being of the Houſe might be 
revoked, Many Zealots argued fiercely, and 
threatened againſt it. A other Arguments 
for them, a Precedent was inſiſted upon, That 
Mr, Henry Martin was, by Order, diſabled from 
being a Member, yet he was afterwards re-admit- 
te] upon his old Election: And it was defired theſe

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Gentlemen might find equal Juſtice; for the Houſe; 
having freed them à Culpd, could not, in Equity, 
but free them a Pænd, and put them in the Remit- 
ter of all that belonged to them. But Sir Peter 
Wentworth anſwered, That Mr. Martin's Caſe and 
theirs differed; Mr. Martin was expelled for 
Words ſpoken againſt the King, ſuch as every 
Man's Conſcience told him were true {a) ; but be- 
cauſe he ſpake thoſe Words unſeaſonably, when 
the King was in good Strength, and the Words, 
whether true or falſe, were, in Strickneſs of Law,

thought fit to ſet every Man's Tongue at Liberty 
to ſpeak Truth, even againſt the King himſelf; And 
now every Day Words of a higher Nature are 
ſpoken againft him, by the well- affected Godly in 
the Houle. | 

After many Threats uſed by Hentworth, Ven, 
Harvey, Scot, Gurdon, Weaver, &c. the ſaid diſabling 
Order was repealed.” 

Mr. Ludlow imputes this extraordinary Turn of 
Affairs to the many Inſurrections and Commotions 
now on foot; When the Preſbyterian Party pre- 
vailed in the Houſe by reaſon of the Abſence of di- 
vers Members who belonged to the Army, and 
were employed in all Parts of the Nation (5). 


The Reſtitution of theſe Members, and the ſe-

Hammond hath a good Allowance for keeping the King, 
and is therefore unwilling to loſe ſo beneficial an Em- 
pleyment But if you will jain with me, tus will en- 
deavour to convey away the King to ſome ſecret Place, 
and we may then do what we will with him.

© br ſeerhed to be, over-ruled by the new Supreme | 
* Council of Agitators, who had been Soldiers, and 
© now were turned ſuperlative Commanders; / | 
As the Labour of the Independent Junto was 
to court the People and the Soldiery by Declara- | 
© tions and Engagements, which they as ſoon fal- | 
« ſfified, and even to trade with the Papiſts, as was | 
informed; ſo they ſtudied to intereſt the King's 
Party, and eajoled ſome of them to ptopoſe what 
© was moſt dbnoxious to the Parliament, and ex- 
© cepted in the Propoſitions : But they ſoon ma- | 
© nifeſted to the World what their Intentions were | 


to the King; for after they had made uſe of the 
© Detaining his Majeſty's Perſon in their Army, and 
© of pretending for his Intereſt and Party, to en- 
© able them to ſubdue the Parliament and City: 
that Work being over, they firſt grew. ſeveter 
to his Party, except ſuch as they ſtill made very 
good uſe of; and then endeavoured, by threat- 
© ning, to fright him away from Hampton Court. 
The Power of the Levellers was much talked of, 
until his Majeſty: was ſure in the Iſle of Vigbt, 
and then their Lieutenant-General found a Means

© In the Ifle of J/ight they firſt made his Ma- 
« jeſty Priſoner without any known Authority, and 
then got the Houſes to own and order it; and, 
* by the Prevalence of the Independent Party, Votes 
were palled, making another Kind of, new High 
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King, to write to him, or to receive Letters from 
© him: A Severity greater than is uſual againſt 
© Malefators. And for juſtifying of theſe Votes, 
© a Declaration was oubliſhed with many falſe 


- © Scandals caft upon his Majeſty z and it is even 


© declared, That they will put no more Truft in 


bim; yea, now we are informed, that, by horrid 


© 'Treachery and Poiſon, Endeavours are uſed to 
© take away his Liſmmmece. * 
And as that Independent Party hath endeavour- 
©. ed to ſubvert the begun Reformation of Religion; 
© to deſtroy the King and Monarchy ; overthrow 
© the Parliament; and perſecute honeſt Men; fo 
© it hath been their Study, ever ſince the Removal 
of the Scots Army, to break the happy Union 
© betwixt the Kingdoms; to lay aſide the Cove- 
© nant; diſappoint all the Ends of it; and violate 
© all Treaties betwixt the Kingdoms. Ny 
© We ſhall not need to repeat the Jealouſies 
© they created and fomented againſt Scotland and 
© the Scots Commiſſioners, and our Army whilſt it 
© was there; how they withheld the Maintenance 
© from them due by the Treaty, that by free 
© Quarter they might grow burthenſome and odi- 
©.ous to the Country: Nor need we now to men- 
© tion any Violation of the Large Treaty, concern- 
© ing the Remainder of —— due upon the Bro- 
© therly Aſſiſtance, nor of the Money due by Treaty 
for our Army in Ireland, or by the late Treaty up- 
on the March of our Army: Nor ſhall we now in- 
© fiſt upon the Breach of that Article of the Large 
© Treaty, by which the Houſes were obliged to pur- 
© ſue, take, and puniſh the Iriſb Rebels, Subjects of 
© the Crown of England, who ſo long infeſted us. 
We have already declared what — they 
© have made of the ſolemn Engagements for th 
© King; and when our Commiſſioners at London 
© demanded Whether the Votes againſt all Appli- 
6. eation to his Majeſty did extend to his Subjects 
of Scotland, to . ſuch as are warranted by 
c the Parliament of this Kingdom, or their Com- 


© mittecs,

« his Majeſty ; or that he ſhould be hindered from, 
© and ſo made incapable of, any Act of Goyern- 
ment in relation to the Affairs of Scotland? No 
© Anſwer was then, nor as yet is, returned there- 


© unto; but before that Time, not only ſuch as had 
© Warrant for Acceſs to him were debarred thereof, 


©(notwithſtanding the Engagement of the Houſe, 


© the 27th of January, 1647, to the 8 but 
5 even the Earl of Lauderdale, a public Miniſter 


© of this Kingdom, contrary to that Engagement 


and to the Law of Nations, was violently remoy- 


ed by a Party of the Army from Mooburne, where 
© his Majeſty then was, and not ſuffered to have 
© Acceſs to him; and though Reparation was 
© therein defired by the laſt Committee of Eſtates, 
yet none was given. And altho', by the eighth 
© Article of the Treaty, 1643, it is agreed, That 
© no Ciſſation, Pacification, nor Agreement for Peace 
© whatſoever, ſhall be made by either Kingdom, or the 
© Armies 7 either Kingdom, without the mutual Ad- 
© vice and Conſent of both Kingdoms, (which En- 
gagement the Houſes of Parliament alſo repeated 
in their Letter of the 27th of 22 1647, 
© to obſerve that Article, after the Removal of our 
* Army out of England) yet contrary thereunto, 
the SeRaries and their Adherents framed Propo- 
© ſals, deſtructive to the Ends of the Covenant, 
© which were preſented to his Majeſty without the 


Advice or Conſent of the Kingdom of Scotland; 


and having cunningly inſerted therein ſome 
© Things more pleaſing to his Majeſty than the 
* Propoſitions of both Kingdoms were, it was their 
* Study to perſuade his Majeſty, in his Anſwer to 
their Propoſitions at Hampton-Court, to throw 
* himſelf on their Propoſals, and thereby unfatisfy 
* both his Kingdoms ; which, as ſoon as the King 
had done, they themſelves laid them aſide, an 
© uſed his Majeſty as we have before expreſſed. 
And whereas the Houſes of Parliament, whilſt 
in Liberty, made it their Work firſt to diſband 
© the Army before any Applications to be made to 
On X 2 | 2" I 
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King within the Quarters of their Army, and the 
City reduced, preſled vehemently the ſending of 
the Propoſitions of both Kingdoms, whilſt them- 


ſelves were faſteſt trinketing with their Propoſals. . 


A ſhort and peremptory Day was ſet for the Deli- 
very of the Propoſitions, without the Advice or 
Conſent of the — — of the Kingdom of 
Scotland, then at London; and Inſtructions given, 
that if the Scots Commiſſioners were not preſent 
that Day, the Propoſitions ſhould nevertheleſs be 
delivered without them: And as we have great 
Reaſon to believe that it was the Study of the 
SeRaries, and thoſe that were their Inſtruments 
in that Treaty, that his Majeſty ſhould not ſatisfy 
his Parliaments by his %- yet, upon that 
Anſwer, by the Power and Prevalency of that 
Party, the Parliament laid aſide the Propoſitions 
agreed on by both Kingdoms; and have, con- 
trary to the Treaty, framed and preſented Pro- 
poſitions and Bills to his Majeſty, againſt which 
the Commiſſioners of this Kingdom declared; and 
thereafter, by Order, according to their Inſtrue- 
tions, proteſted againſt them in the Iſle of Might, 
as being deſtructive to Religion, the Crown, and 


| Union of the Kingdoms; as may at large be ſeen 


in that printed Anſwer to the New Propoſitions, 
which the Parliament here have owned and ap- 
proved as the Senſe of this Kingdom, .and which 
we hold as if here repeated (r). 5 
The Parliament of this Kingdom taking into 
their Conſideration the Dangers thus threatening 
Religion, his Majeſty's Sacred Perſon and Poſte- 
rity, yea, Monarchy and all Government; how 
that, by the Injuſtice, Violence, and Treachery 
of the Independents, and their Adherents in Par- 
liament and Army, the Covenant was laid aſide; 
all the Ends of it fruſtrated ; Toleration counte- 
nanced, and, by the new Propoſitions, endea- 
voured to be ſettled; his Majeſty impriſoned, and 
ſuch Height of Inſolences committed againſt him; 
the Privileges, yea, the Being, of the Parliament

* razed; the famous City of London, to which this © 


Nation and all that are faithful in this Cauſe-muſt 
© needs acknowledge great Obligations, enſlaved ; 
© its Liberties trodden on, and many of the beſt 
affected to the Covenant in Parliament and City, 
for their Fidelity, perſecuted and driven away; 
the Treaties with, and Engagements to, this Na. 
* tion broken; the public Faith of England, yea, 
* almoſt all Laws, Divine and Human, violated ; 
the People of England oppreſſed with free Quar- 
© ter and Taxes; and the Union and brotherl 
© Correſpondence betwixt the Kingdoms =; 
* weakencd and endeavoured to be taken away : 
* And being very ſenſible of the many Injuries and 
* Aﬀeronts done to this Nation, their Army, and thoſe 
employed by them; weighing alſo well how fruit- 
* lefs all their Endeavours by way of Treaties and 
* Meſſages, for curing thoſe Evils and removing 
© thoſe Differences, had proven, and how little 
© Regard was had to our Commiſſioners and their 
* Endeavours at London of late; they thought ithigh 
* Time to look to their own Preſervation, and to 
put this Kingdom into a Poſture of Arms: Yet, 
© before any further Engagement, they reſolved to 
. . if, by the three jul and neceſſary Demands, 
Jof the 2bth of April laſt, made to the Houſes of 
Parliament, it were poſſible, in an amicable Way, 
to compoſe thoſe Differences, and provide for the 
* Security of Religion, of his Majeſty, and of the 
* Peace and Union of the Kingdoms ; to the which 
© had a ſatisfactory Anſwer been returned, all the 
© Inconveniences that may enſue might have been 
prevented, which we have {till, ſince that Time, 
© patiently expected. ; 


But, inſtead of Security to Religion according 


© to the Covenant, againſt the Dangers. on all 
Hands; inſtead of freeing his Majeſty from his 
| © baſe Impriſonment, that he may come ta ſome. 
* of his Houſcs in or near London with Honour, 
* Freedom, and Safety, where both Kingdoms 
* may make their Applications to him for ſettling 
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Religion and a well- grounded Peace; inſtead of 


diſbanding the Army of Sectaries by whoſe Power 
and Tyranny all theſe Evils were come upon us 
and further threaten us; without taking any No- 
tice at all of what, upon ſo juſt and neceſſary 
Grounds, we demanded; without any Repara- 
tion made for the many Injuries done to. this 
Kingdom and thoſe employed by them, or any 
Anfwer to that Demand made by our Commii- 
ſioners, Whether it was intended that his Maje 

ſhould be debarred from exerciſing any Act of Go- 
vernment in relation to this Kingdom? Or whe- 
ther Scotſmen, employed and allowed by Scotland, 
might have free Acceſs to him? Inſtead, we ſay, 
of all theſe, we have received three Propoſitions 
to be preſented to his Majeſty, that after his Ma- 
jeſty's Aſſent thereto, and to ſuch Acts of Parlia- 
ment as ſhall be offered by both Houſes for Con- 


© firmation thereof, then both Houſes will treat 


with his Majeſty (without telling him or us where, 
or with what Security to either) concerning the 


© future Settlement of the Government of the 


Church and Settlement of the Militia, and the 
reſt of the Propoſitions formerly tendered at 
Hampton-Court; with a Deſire from the Engliſh 
Commiſſioners reſiding here, for us to prepare 
ſuch Propoſitions as we ſhall judge fit and neceſ- 
fary for this Kingdom, that they may be ſent to 
his Majeſty with all convenient Speed. They 
did alſo communicate to us ſome Votes of the 
two Houſes; and the Committce of Eſtates told 
them, That they could return no Anſwer till firſt 
they received Satisfaction to the Demands of this 
Kingdom of the 26th of April. And theſe are 
as little ſatisfied ; Religion, the King, and his 
Kingdoms as little ſecured ; and the ſolid Grounds 
of a religious and good Peace, as little provided 


© for now as formerly. 


We ſhall not much inſiſt upen the Particular 
of theſe Three Propoſitions; our Commiſſioners 


did, on ſome of them, ſo ſully expreſs themſelves, 


eſpecially that of the Militia, in their late An- 
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Iſle of //7ght, which we here hold as repeated; 2 
but we cannot conceal how very unſatis factory 


that concerning Religion is; and we are ſorry to 
ſee other Intereſts ſtill ſo carefully provided for, 
and fo little Security to Religion; which, indeed, 
was the main and principal Cauſe of our Engage- 
ment in the late Wars. In theſe Propoſitions we 
ſtill find the Covenant omitted, one End of it 
only nen.imned by way of Narrative, and the 
Propoſitione for Uniformity according to the Co- 
venant, with all the other Propoſitions of Reli- 
gion, left to the future Treaty. And all that is 
now deſired, is, that Preſbyterial Government be 
confirmed by AR of Parliament, in ſuch Manner 
as both Houſes of Parliament have agreed in ſeve- 
ral Ordinances of Parliament ; that js to ſay, &c. 
© The Commiſſioners of the Parliament and Ge- 
neral Aſſembly of this Kingdom have ſeveral 
Times expreſſed their Senſe of theſe Ordinances, 


-© which we ſhall not here repeat: But we doubt 


this new Etcetera is of a larger Extent, and re- 
lates to that impious Toleration, ſettled by both 
Houſes, ſo contrary to the Covenant, ſo deſtruc- 
tive to the Ends of it, and, for ought we know, 
not yet repealed ; againſt which this Kingdom 
hath ſo fully declared in the afore-mentioned An- 


ſwer to the new Propoſitions; for it was then 


brought in as a Part of the Propoſition for ſettling 
Preſpyterial Government, as the Way that both 
the Houſes then agreed to. And ſeeing the ſame 


over-awing Power continues, which firſt brought 


in that Toleration avowedly, we have Reaſon to 
apprehend it ſtil] remains ; but it is now covered 
and rolled up in this new Etcetera; and we have 


the greater Reaſon to be unſatisfied, in that Preſ- 


byterial Government is only demanded for three 
Years; and, in the End of the Propoſitions, it 
is profeſſed, That the Houſes will treat with his 
Majeſty concerning the future-Settlement of the 
Government of the Church, without relating the 
Covenant as a Rule of that Government, or the 
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< doms; but in ſuch a general Way as may over: 
© throw all the Reformation eſtabliſhed, and open 


2 Door to Hierarchy dr Anarchy, to Epiſcopacy, 


Independency, and to Toleration; all abjured in 
t our Solemn Covenant. | 

And feeing no Satisfaction is given to the ſo juſt 
© and neceſſary Demands of the Parliament, of the 
£ 26th of April, either for Religion or the King's 
F Majeſty ; but that Religion is ſtill in as much 
Hazard as ever; the King ſtil] barbarouſly detain- 
$ ed in his baſe Impriſonment, and, as we are cre- 


s dibly informed, daily in Danger of his Life by 


< Treachery and Poiſon; and that Army of Sectaries, 
* the great Cauſe of all our Evils and Dangers, ſtill 
kept up, ſtrengthened, and a great Part of it now 


s marched cloſe to our Borders; tho' this Kingdom 
* ſhall never be averſe from giving and receiving mu- 


© tual Satisfaction by Treaty, yet we cannot agree to 
* theſe Propoſitions, nor join with the two Houſes 
< in preſenting of them to his Majeſty, whilſt nei- 


© ther King nor Parliament enjoy their Liberties. 


© Wherefore we can no longer, as unconcerned 
Spectators, be Witneſſes to the Loſs and Ruin 


of all, which, by the Oath of God that lies upon 


© us in our Solemn League and Covenant, and by 


many other Obligations, we are bound to endea- 


vour to preſerve: And the Ends being now the 
«* ſame for which we were invited, and in Proſe- 


_ © cution whereof we have loſt ſo much Blood, did 
. * undergo ſo many Hardſhips, and ſo much impo- 
. veriſhed pur own Country; and being now enga- 
. © ved by the joint Declaration of both Kingdoms, 


© never to lay down Arms till Truth and Peace 


t be ſettled in this Iſland, upon a firm Foundation, 
t ſor the preſept and future Generations; being alſo 
. $ invited thereunto by many of that Kingdom join- 


ed in Covenant with us, our Forces are again in 
England; and, in Diſcharge of our Duties to 


t God, our native King, our own Country, and 
. our Brethren in England, we have undertaken this 


. ſp neceſſary Engagement, in Proſecution of thoſe

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« departed from our good old Principles, and that 
our Demands and Deſires are contained in our 


* ſeveral Declarations, Papers, and Addreſſes this 


Time paſt to the Houſes of Parliament; yet ſee- 


© ing, by the Malice of our Enemies, many ſcan» 
dalous and falſe Aſperſions are caſt upon us, our 
Actions and Intentions traduced, and Jealouſies 
* raiſed in the Minds of many good, though too 
* credulous, Men, both at home and abroad; for 
Satisfaction of all that are ſatisfiable, and to wit- 
© neſs the Sincerity of our Intentions and Reſolu- 
$ tions, we ſhall here repeat our moſt material De- 
© ſires, and the Grounds of our Undertakings. 
And, 1/f, we declare before God and all the 
World, That we are reſolved, fincerely, really, 
© and conſtantly, to maintain and preſerye invio- 
$ lably, with the Hazard of our Lives and Fortunes, 
and all that is deareſt unto us, the Reformation 
of Religion, in Doctrine, Worſhip, Diſcipline, 
and Government, as it is, by the Mercy of God 
© and his Majeſty's Goodneſs, eſtabliſhed by Law 
* amongſt us; and never to ſuffer it, by Fraud or 
Force, to be taken from us; nor yet to endure the 
bringing in of Epiſcopacy, the Book of Common 
Prayer, or any other of thoſe Innovations and 
$ Superſtitions thrown out of this Kirk, as ſome 
have been ſo impudent to aver; and alſo, with 
the ſame Sincerity, Reality, and Conſtancy, in 
our Places and Callings, to the uttermoſt of our 
Power, faithfully to endeavour the confirming 
* what is already 42 in the Work of Reforma- 
# tion, eſtabliſhing the Covenant, and attaining all 
© the Ends of it in England and Ireland, particu- 
$ larly Reformation of Religion and Uniformity ac- 
* cording to the Covenant. 
24ly, We do alſo declare, That we will en- 
* deavour the Reſcue of his Majeſty's Perſon from 
* his baſe Impriſonment, that he may come with 
Honour, Freedom, and Safety to ſome of his own 
e Houſes in or near London, that the Parliaments 
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An. 24 Car. I. < of both Kingdoms may make their Applications 


to him for obtaining his Royal Aſſent to ſuch De- 
fires as ſhall be by them preſented unto him for 
eſtabliſhing Religion, as is above expreſſed, and 
ſettling a well-grounded Peace ; that fo his Ma- 
jeſty may live in the Splendour and Glory of his 
Ro al Progenitors,. as beſcemeth his Royal Place 
and Dignity ; that all Differences and Troubles 
may end in mutual Confidence and Rejoicing ; 
the King may enjoy the Comfort of his Royal 
Ccaſort and Children, with other Contentments; 
and we, after ſo great Diſtractions and long con- 
tinued Sufferings, may reap the bleiled Fruits of 
Truth and Peace under his Government : Fo: 
however the late Procedures of this Kingdom 
may have been miſunderſtood, yet God knozs 
that we have never admitted of any Thouglits to 
the Prejudice of our gracious Sovereign, his Per- 
ſon, or Government, to whom we pray that the 
Lord will grant a long and a happy Neign; and 
that there may not want-one of his Seed to rule 
over us rightly, and to fit upon his Throne, while 
the Sun and the Moon endureth. 

© 3dly, That the two Houſes of Parliament may 
be reſtored to their Freedoms; that all Members, 
who have been faithful to this Cauſe, may freely 
and ſafely attend their Charges; that the Parlia- 
ment, being Maſters of their own Councils and 
Reſults, they may, together with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Kingdom of Scotland, conclude 
upon a Treaty with his Majefty ; and all other 
Things expedient to a thorough Settlement.

yet we do not doubt but due Regard will be had 

to the Concernments of Scotland, contained in 

our ſeveral former Demands, both in relation to 
© what is due to this Kingdom and their Armies 
© here and in Ireland, as alſo what is neceſſary for 
the better Safety, Union, and Government of the 
Kingdoms. 

We have now expreſſed the true Grounds and 
© Reaſons of this Engagement, and the Ends we 
propoſe to ourſelves; and we do expect that none 
© who will not declare themſelves Enemies to God,

all Jealouſies and Miſunderſtandings will be laid

* and of our Brethren of England: And we do de- 
clare, That it ſhall be our Endeavour to protect, 
© in their Perſons and Goods, all of the Engliſb 
Nation who ſhall join in Covenant with us, and 
for proſecuting of theſe Ends; and that we will 
do Prejudice or uſe Violence to none, as far as 
ve are able, but ſuch as oppoſe us, or thoſe Ends 
+ above-mentioned : Particularly we ſhall endea- 
* vour that the Arrears due to all Soldiers who 
have ſerved the Parliament of England in this 
* Cauſe, excepting ſuch as have engaged and abet- 
ted the Army in their Courſes, and ſhall not im- 
* mediately deſert them, may have their Accounts 
© audited, Part of their Arrears paid, and Security 
+ for the reſt, with full Indemnity. 

And becauſe our Army will be neceſſitated to 
live upon the Country, until a regular Courſe be 
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© it ſhall be our Care that they carry themſelyes 
© ſoberly, and be as little burthenſome as is poſſible ; 
< and that, before we return, we ſhall labour to ſee 
© the Northern Counties ſatisfied for what extraor- 
< dinary Burdens they ſuſtain. 

© To conclude : We declare before God and 
© the World, That we reſolve, by God's Aſſiſtance, 
© in all our Proceedings, never to break, on our 
© Parts, the Union betwixt the Kingdoms, nor to 
© incroach upon the National Rights of the Sub- 
6 = of England, or to 8 upon their juſt 
© Liberties; much leſs is it our Intention at all to 
make a National Engagement againſt the Parlia- 
ment and Kingdom of England, but for them, 
© whoſe Freedom, Privileges, and Happineſs ſhall 
© ever be as dear to us as our own; and that our 
« juſt Deſires being provided for and ſecured, then 
© immediately our Army ſhall depart the Kingdom 
© of England, and return peaceably home again, 
* whereof we have twice already given real T efti- 
< monies; our Intentions being ever the ſame with 
our Profeſſions, reſolving ſtill to continue ſted- 
« faſt in the Proſecution of them: For the Ac- 
* compliſhment whereof, we ſhall be ready to ſa- 


 crifice both our Lives and Fortunes.

Mr. M bitlocte makes this Reflection on the Scots 
Army's. coming into England; * Here you may 
take Notice, ſays the Memerialif, of a ſtrange 
Furn in the Affairs of this Parliament, to which 
all Human Affairs are ſubject, but in theſe Times

which he preſumed we expected in Writing, 
adcinz, That he had none to help him, no not 
ſo much as a Clerk to tranſeribe; however, he 
would really contribute his beſt Endeavours to a 
happy Peace. After a ſhort Pauſe the King ſaid, 
He would have ſent to the Parliament ; and de- 
fired us to take Notice, that his long Silence pro- 
ceeded not from a dull ſtupid Lazineſs, or his being 
inſenſible of his own or the Kingdom's Condi- 
tion ; but from the Incapacity that was put upon 
him by reaſon of the former Votes.

mond, whom he deſired might attend him: This

Then the Speaker reported the Effect of a Con- 
ference with the Commons on Saturday laſt, con- 
cerning Major Rolph : That Mr. Serjeant Wylde 
ſaid, He was committed by Warrant from this 
Houſe ;z that he was in a languiſhing Condition in 
Priſon ; and that being 4 Perſon 2. had ſerved 
the Parliament very faithfully, this Caſe was of 
great Conſequence, as being of much Prejudice to 
him, the Parliament, and the Army.
